The developments in the case of 
“Peggy” Bradley and “Shorty” Davis 
go to show that very few, if any out­ 
side of the legal profession, 
know 
anything about the penalty attached 
to the offense on the part of the junk 
dealers for receiving stolen property. 
The two boys in question disposed 
of the stolen wire to some of the sev­ 
eral junk dealers of the city, but told 
so many conflicting stories relative to 
its disposition that the 
authorities 
were unable to make a case against 
any one of the local dealers. 
Several thefts of a similar charac­ 
ter have occurred recently, notable 
among them being the case in which 
George Cox and Neil Laird were men­ 
tioned some time ago, and for which 
offense they are now doing time. 
The local authorities 
have deter­ 
mined to carry out the statutes to the 
letter in so far as it concerns 
the 
junk shops and second-hand stores, 
and they hope in that way to prevent, 
to a great extent, petty thefts of arti­ 
cles usually disposed of to these deal­ 
ers in the future. 
Chapter 16, volume 2, of the revised 
statutes under the head of “Second­ 
hand stores and junk shops says: 
Sec. 4,413. Proprietor to put up sign 
and keep book containing description 
of second-hand articles purchased. 
Any persons who purchases, sells, ex­ 
changes, or receives second-hand fur­ 
niture, second-hand articles of any 
kind, scrap iron, old metal, canvas, 
rope, junk or lead pipe, except plain 
junk and old stoves and furniture,* 
shall put up in a conspicuous place 
in or upon his shop, store wagon, boat 
or other place of business, a sign, 
having his name and occupation leg­ 
ibly inscribed thereon, and shall keep 
a separate book open to inspection of 
any member of any police force, city 
marshal or constable, or any other per­ 
son, in which shall be written in the 
English language at the time of ev­ 
ery purchase or exchange or any of 
the articles above mentioned a de­ 
scription thereof, the name, descrip­ 
tion and residence of the person from 
whom purchased and received, 
and 
the day and how such purchase or ex 
change was made. * * * And any 
such purchaser shall prepare and de­ 
liver every day to the mayor of the 
city in which such business is carried 
on, before the hours of 12 o’clock rn., 
a legible and correct copy, written in 
English, from such book, a descrip­ 
tion of all such purchases, purchased 
or received during the preceding day 
together with the hour at which the 
purchase or purchases were made, to­ 
gether with a description of the per 
son from whom the same were pur 
chased.

My Dear Boy—As an American citi­ 
zen I am happy over the vast progress 
made by the United States during the 
administration of William McKinley. 
It is true that the increase of our 
wealth, 
the enlargement of our pos- 
sessions, and the position which 
we 
have gained among the nations of the 
earth, have brought to us a vast in­ 
crease 
of responsibility. 
However, 
this responsibility came to us provi­ 
dentially, unexpectedly and unsought; 
and, lf we are true to ourselves and' 
to righteousness, the God of nations 
will guide us in the future as in the 
past. 
It is also true that there are some 
sad things to contemplate in this con­ 
nection. War is always sad, and we 
have had practically three 
wars on 
our hands. 
None of them could be 
foreseen four years ago. We were push­ 
ed into them and it is a good thing 
that we had so wise a pilot at the 
helm in this critical period of 
our

anxiety, hope and fear. But the Span- 
ish-American war finished the trouble. 
When Joe Wheeler and Fitzhugh Lee 
put on the blue and called themselves 
"Yanks,” when the sons of the union 
soldier and the sons of the confeder­ 
ate soldier, side by side, won victories 
for America, the heart of the north 
and the south came together. I re­ 
joice with Joy unspeakable that 
I 
have lived to see the day when I and 
my comrades in arms for the union 
can clasp the hands of our former 
foes and congratulate each other on 
the prosperity and increasing glory of 
our common country. 
Second—The expansion of American 


territory, it has been going on for a 
hundred years, and never more glori­ 
ously than now. The American spirit 
is 
that of expansion. 
It 
was 
an 
American boy who set the hen on 
47 eggs and told his mother that he 
did so because he “wanted to see the 
blamed old thing spread herself.”

Every 
drop of your father's blood is Ameri­ 
can, and it tingles with delight at the 
sight of Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines added to our American 
possessions. True, affairs in the Phil­ 
ippines are not as pleasant now as 
we could wish, but “wait 
till 
the 
clouds roll by.” The flag has brought 
blessing to every place it has touched 
hitherto, and will do the same in the 
future. 
Third—I rejoice at the increased re­ 
spect for our country among the na­ 
tions of the earth. Manila Bay, San­ 
tiago and San Juan were revelations to 
the nations abroad. 
Hitherto their 
idea has been that 'th e Yankee is sim­ 
ply a shrewd trader and indentor, with 
no soul beyond the Almighty Dollar. 
It was an awakening to them to dis­ 
cover that American gunners are the 
best in the world, that American sol­ 
diers are unsurpassed in courage, dis­ 
cipline, intelligence and efficiency, and 
that Americans fight, not merely for 
money, but for ideas, for liberty and 
for the deliverance of the oppressed 
of other lands and races. And in the 
present trouble in China the United 
States is winning the esteem of the 
world, not only by the success of our 
arms, but by our careful, dignified, ju­ 
dicious diplomacy. 
Fourth—I rejoice in the increase of 
the nation’s wealth. 
In Cleveland’s 
time we were a nation of borrowers. 
Now we are a nation of lenders. We 
are a happy and prosperous people.

My Dear Boy—As an American citi­ 
zen I am happy over the vast progress 
made by the United States during the 
adm inistration of William McKinley. 
It is true that the increase of our 
wealth, 
the enlargement of our pos­ 
sessions, and the position which 
we 
have gained among the nations of the 
earth, have brought to us a vast in­ 
crease 
of 
responsibility. 
However, 
this responsibility came 
to us provi­ 
dentially, unexpectedly and unsought; 
and, if we are true to ourselves and* 
to righteousness, the God of nations 
will guide us in the future as in the 
past. 
It is also true that there are some 
sad things to contemplate in this con­ 
nection. 
War is always sad, and we 
have had practically three 
wars on 
our hands. 
None of them could be 
foreseen four years ago. We were push­ 
ed into them and it is a good thing 
that 
we had so wise a pilot at 
the 
helm in this critical period of 
our 
nation’s history. 
But while there are 
things that make one sad, there are 
many to make one glad, and it is of 
these things that I wish to speak. 
First—The better state of feeling 
between the north and the south. You 
were born since those old days and 
can have but little idea of the intense 
bitterness engendered by 
the 
civil 
war. It was a common saying at the 
close of the war that it would take 
several genations for the 
enmity to 


territory. 
It lias been going on for a 
hundred years, and never more glori­ 
ously than now. The American spirit 
is 
that of expansion. 
It 
was 
an 
American boy who set the hen on 
47 eggs and told his mother that he 
did so because he “wanted to see the 
blamed old thing spread herself.” To 
keep spreading is an instinct of Amer­ 
icanism. 
And don’t you be one 
bit 
afraid, my boy, that the 
old mother 
American eagle will not be able to hov­ 
er safely over all the eggs she can 
find. 
You see, my boy, I think that the 
best thing the whole world can do is 
to settle 
down quietly and be 
the 
United States. I have a profound pity 
for anybody on the 
earth who does 
not live 
under the protecting folds 
of the Star Spangled Banner. 
Every 
drop of your father’s blood is Ameri­ 
can, and it tingles with delight at the 
sight of Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines added to our American 
possessions. True, affairs in the Phil­

received tonight. James C. Timmins 
who resides in Houston and who is 
the general superintendent of the Na 
tional Compress Company, arrived in 
the city at 8 o’clock tonight from Ga 
veston. 
He was one of the first to 
reach here with tidings of the gen 
eral disaster which has befallen that 
city and the magnitude of that disas 
ter remains to be told because of his 
endeavors to reach home.

No more powerful political 
docu­ 
ment could be written than this letter 
of acceptance. It goes at once to the 
pith of the matter. President McKin­ 
ley does not waste time in discussing 
abstract theories, nor in gabbling over 
shop-worn dogmas. 
He deals with 
facts, not with possibilities. He wastes 
no time nor argument in discussing 
what might be, but he states what has 
been. 
He does not indulge in rain­ 
bow fancies.

Inter-O oennle Canal. 
A subject of immediate Importance ta our 
country is the completion of a great water­ 
way of commerce between the Atlantic and 
Pacific. 
The construction of a maritime 
canal is now more than ever indispensable 
to that Intimate and ready communication 
between our eastern and western seapofts 
demanded by the annexation of the H a­ 
waiian islands and the expansion of our 
influence and trade in the Pacific. 
Our national policy more

that the next session of congress, after 
receiving the full report of the commission 
appointed under the aet approved March 3, 
1899, will make provisions for the sure ac­ 
complishment of this great work.

Combinations of capital which control the 
market in commodities necessary to the 
general use of the people, by suppressing 
natural and ordinary competition, thus en 
hanelng prices to the general consumer, are 
obnoxious to the common law and the pub­ 
lic welfare.

The president will take 
no step backward. He stands at the 
head of the nation, the representative 


w i l l i a m McK i n l e y . 
of the policy of progress and of ex­ 
pansion. He states to his fellow-citi- 
sens the faots of his Dour years of ad­ 
ministration, so far as they are mat­ 
ters of controversy today, and frankly 
challenges 'his political opponents to 
point out wherein his course has been 
unpatriotic and un-American. 
No more .powerful political 
docu­ 
ment could be written than this letter 
of acceptance. It goes at once to the 
pblh of the matter. President McKin­ 
ley does not waste time in discussing 
abstract theories, nor in gabbling over 
shop-worn dogmas. 
He deals with 
facts, not with possibilities. He wastes 
no time nor argument in discussing 
What might be, but he states what has 
been. 
He does not indulge in rain­ 
bow fancies. 
The feeling here In the 
national 
capital is that, in this letter, the pres­ 
ident has appealed to the reason and 
common sense of the American voters, 
and not to their passions, their preju­ 
dices nor their ignorance. There Is no 
Kepublican in the nation but will find

In addressing the peace commission 
yfore its departure for Paris I said:

of war should be kept constantly in view. 
We took up arms only In obedience to the 
dictates of humanity and in ihe fulfillment 
of high public and moral obligations.

course of repeated representations which 
preceded and aimed to avert the struggle

"From the standpoint of indemnity, both 
the archipelagoes (Forto ltieo and the Phil­ 
ippines» are insufficient to pay our War 
expenses, but aside from this do we not 
owe an obligation to tho people of the 
Philippines which will not permit us to 
return them to the sovereignty of Spain? 
Could we justify ourselves in such a course 
or could we permit their barter to some 
other power? 
W illing or not, we have the 
responsibility of duty which we can not 
escape. * * * The president can not be­ 
lieve any division of the archipelago can 
bring us anything but embarrassment In 
the future. Ihe trade and commercial side, 
as well as the indemnity for the cost of the 
war. are questions we might yield. 
They 
might be waived or compromised, but the 
questions of duty and humanity appeal to 
the president so strongly that he can And 
no appropriate answer but the one he has 
here marked out.” 


P ro m is e to F ilip in o s 
The treaty of peace was concluded on 
Dee. 10, 185)8. lty its terms the archipel­ 
ago known as the Philippine islands was 
ceded by Spain to the United States. 
It 
was also provided that “ the civil rights 
and political status of the native Inhabit­ 
ants of the territories hereby ceded to the 
United States shall be determined by the 
congrcsfB." 
Eleven days thereafter, on Dec. 
j 21, the following direction was given to flic 
command, r of our forces In 
the Philip­ 
pines: 
“ * * • The military commander of the 
United States forces is enjoined to make 
known to the inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islands that in succeeding to the sover­ 
eignty of Spain, In severing the former 
political relations of the inhabitants and 
In establishing a new political power, the 
authority of the United States is to be 
exerted for ‘he securing of the persons and 
j property of the people of tlie islands and 
for the confirmation of all their private 
rights and relations. 
It will be tbe duty 
of the commander of the forces of occupa­ 
tion to announce and proclaim In tht most 
public manmu that we come not as In vac 
ers or conquerors, but as friends, to pro 
tect the natives in their homes, in thcii 
employments, and in their personal and 
religious rights.” 


I n s tr u c t io n s 
to P h iliD |)in „ C o m m issio n . 
In order to facilitate the most humane, 
pacific and effective extension of authority 
throughout these islands, and to secure, 
with the least possible delay, the benefits 
of a wise and generous protection of life 
and property to the inhabitants, I appoint­ 
ed In January, 185)5), a commission, consist­ 
ing of Hon. Jacob Gov,id Schurnian of New 
York; 
Admir:* 
George Dewey, 
United 
States Navy; Hon. Charles Detiby of In­ 
diana; 
Professor 
Dean <\ Worcester 
of 
Michigan; and Major General 
El well »S. 
Otis, United States army. Their instruc­ 
tions contained the following: 
“ in the performance of this 
duty the 
commissioners are enjoined to meet at the 
earliest possible day in the city of Manilla, 
and to announce by public proclamation 
their presence and the mission intrusted 
to them, carefully se\ ting forth that, while 
the military government already proclaimed 
is to be maintained and continued so long 
as necessity may require, efforts will be 
made to alleviate the burden of taxation, 
to establish industrial and commercial pros­ 
perity, and to provide for the safety of per­ 
sons and of property by such means as may 
be found conducive to those ends. 
“ The commissioners will endeavor, with­ 
out interference with the military author­ 
ities of the United Sttites, now in control 
of the Philippines, to ascertain what ameli­ 
oration in the condition of the inhabitants, 
and what Improvements in 
public order 
may be practicable, and for this purpose 
they will study attentively the existing so­ 
cial and political status of the various popu­ 
lations, particularly as regards the forms 
of local government, the administration of 
Justice, the collection of customs and other 
taxes, the means of transportation, and the 
need of public improvements. 
They will 
report • * * the results of their observa­ 
tions and reflections, and will recommend 
such executive action as may from time 
to time seem to them wise and useful. 
“ The commissioners are hereby authoriz­ 
ed to confer authoritatively with any per­ 
sons resident in the islands from whom 
they may believe themselves able to derive 
Information, 
or suggestions 
valuable for 
the purposes of their commission, or whom 
they may choose to employ as agents, as 
may be necessary for this purpose. • • * 
“ It Is my desire that in all their relations 
with the Inhabitants of the islands the 
commissioners exercise due respect for all 
the ideals, customs and institutions of the 
tribes which compose the population, ein- 
pha sizing upon all occasions the just and 
beneficent intentions of the government of 
the United States. 
It Is also my wish and 
expectation that the commissioners may be 
received in a manner due to the honored 
and authorized representatives of the Amer­ 
ican republic, duly commissioned on ac­ 
count of *beir knowledge, skill and integ­ 
rity as bearers of the good will, the pro­ 
tection. and righest blessings of 
a 
lib­ 
erating rather 
than a conquering nation.” 
T re a lv R u tiflo d . 
On the (Ph of February, 185)9. tbe treaty 
was ratified by the senate of the United 
States,* and tit** congress immediately ap­ 
propriated 82<».<Kto,otj J to carry nut Its provi­ 
sions. 
The ratifications were exchanged by 
the United States and Spain ou the 11th 
Of April, 1899.

A s early as April, 18v , the Philippine 


commission, or wnion nr. scnurman was 
presidt ut, endeavored to bring about peaee

“ May 5, 1S5»5). 
“ Schurnian, Manilla: 
“ Yours 4th received. 
You are author­ 
ized to propose that under the military 
power of the president, pending action of 
congress, government of the Philippine is­ 
lands S h a l l consist of a governor-general, 
appointed by the president; cabinet, ap­ 
pointed by the governor general; a general 
advisory council, elected by the people; the 
qualifications of electors to be carefully 
considered and determined; and the gover­ 
nor general to have absolute veto. 
Ju d i­ 
ciary strong and 
independent; 
principal 
Judges appointed by the president. 
The 
cabinet and judges to l>e chosen from na­ 
tives or Americans, or both, having regard 
to fitness. 
The president earnestly desires 
the cessation of bloodshed, and that the 
people of tin* Philippine islands at an early 
date shall have the largest measure of lo­ 
cal self-government consistent with peaee 
and good order." 
In the latter part of May another group 
of representatives came from the insurgent 
leader. 
The whole matter was fully dis­ 
cussed with them and promise of accept­ 
ance seemed near at- hand. 
They assured 
our commissioners they would return after 
consulting with their 
leader, but 
they 
never did. 
As a result o f tbe views expressed by the 
first Tagalo 
representatives favorable to 
the plan of the commission It appears that 
he was, by military order of the insurgent 
leader, stripped of his shoulder straps, dis­ 
missed from tho army and sentenced to 12 
years' Imprisonment. 
R e p o rt o t P h ilip p in e Co tn miMsiu n . 
The views of the commission are best set 
forth In their own words: 
“ Deplorable as war is, the one in which 
we are now engaged was unavoidable l>y 
ns. 
We were attacked by a bold, adventur 
©us and enthusiastic army. 
No alternative 
wus left to us except ignoininous retreat. 
“ It is not to be conceived qf that any 
American would have sanctioned the sur­ 
render of Manilla to the Insurgents. 
Our 
obligations to other nations and to the 
friendly Filipinos, and to ourselves and 
our Hag, demanded that force should be 
met with force. 
W hatever the future of 
the Philippines may be, there is ii© course 
open to us now except the prosecution of 
the war until the Insurgents are reduced 
to submission. 
Tbe commission is of tin* 
opinion that there has been no time since 
the destruction of tbe Spanish squadron 
by Admiral Dewey when it was possible 
to withdraw our forces from tin* islands, 
either with honor to ourselves or with safe­ 
ty to the inhabitants.” 
After the most thorough study of the 
peoples of the archipelago the commission 
reported among other tilings; 
“ Their lack of education and political ex­ 
perience, combined with their racial and 
linguistic diversities, disqualify them, 
in 
spite of their mental gifts and domestic 
virtues, to undertake the task of govern­ 
ing the archipelago at the present time. 
The most that can be expected of them Is 
to co-operate with the Americans iu the 
administration of general affairs, from M a­ 
nilla as a center, and to undertake, subject 
to American control or guidance (as may 
be found necessary), the administration of 
provincial and municipal affairs. * * * 
“ Should our power by any fatality be 
withdrawn, the commission believes that 
the government of the Philippines would 
•peedily lapse into anarchy, which would 
•xcuse, if it did not necessitate the inter­ 
vention of other powers, and the eventual 
division of the Islands among them. 
Only 
through American occupation, therefore, is 
the Idea of a free, self-governing and U nit­ 
ed Philippine commonwealth at ail con­ 
ceivable. 
* * * 
“ Thus the welfare of the Filipinos coin­ 
cides with the dictates of national honor in 
forbidding" ouT auafidffnfiieTlt' of the archi­ 
pelago, 
W e can not from any point of view 
escape the responsibilities of government 
which our sovereignty 
entails; 
and the 
commission is strongly persuaded that the 
performance of our national duty wilt prove 
the greatest blessing to the people of the 
Philippine Islands.” 
Satisfied that nothing farther could be 
accomplls-hed in pursuance of their mis­ 
sion until the rebellion was 
suppressed, 
and desiring to place before the congress 
the result of their observations, I requested 
the commission to return to the United 
States. 
Their most intelligent and con 
prehensive report was submitted to con 
gress.

In March, 1900, believing that the insur­ 
rection was practically ended and earnest­ 
ly desiring to promote the establishment 
of a stable government In the archipelago, 
I appointed the following civil commission: 
Hon. W illiam H. Taft of Ohio, Professor 
Dean C. Worcester of Michigan, Hon. Luke 
I, Wright of Tennessee, Hon. Henry C. lde 
of Vermont and Hon. Bernard Moses of 
California. 
My instructions to them con­ 
tained the following: 
“ You (the secretary of war) will instruct 
the commission * * * to devote their at­ 
tention in the first instance to the estab­ 
lishment of 
municipal 
governments, 
in 
which the natives of the islands, both in 
the cities and ii» the rural communities, 
•hall 
be 
afforded 
the 
opportunity 
to 
manage their own local affairs to the full­ 
est extent of which they are capable, and 
»ubjecf to the b ar-t degr« e of supervision 
•nd control which a careful study of their 
capacities and observation of the workings 
• f native control show io be consistent 
with the maintinance of law, order and 
lovulLv.

to this commission, to be thereafter exer­ 
cised by tbem iu the place and stead of the 
military governor, under such rules and 
regulations as you (the secretary of war) 
shall prescribe, until the establishment of 
the civil central government for the islands 
contemplated in tlie last foregoing para­ 
graph or until congress shall otherwise pro­ 
vide.

Until congress shall take action I direct 
that— 
“ Upon every division and branch of the 
government of the Philippines must be Im­ 
posed these Inviolable rules: 
“ That uo person shall be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due pro­ 
cess of law: that private property shall 
not be taken for public use without just 
compensation; that in all criminal prosecu­ 
tions the accused shall enjoy the right to 
• speedy and public trial, to be Informed 
©f tie* nature and cause of the accusation, 
to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him, to have compulsory process for ob­ 
taining witnesses in his favor, and to have 
the assistance of counsel for his defense; 
that excessive bail shall not be required, 
nor excessive lines imposed, nor cruel and 
unusual punishment inflicted; that no per­ 
son shall be put twice in jeopardy for the 
same offense, or be compelled in any crim­ 
inal ease to be a witness against himself; 
that the right to be secure against unreason­ 
able searches and seizures shall not be vio­

“ It will be the duty of the commission 
to promote and extend, and, as they find 
occasion, to Improve the system of educa­ 
tion already Inaugurated by the military 
authorities. 
In doing this they should re 
gard as of first importance the extension of 
a system of primary education, which shall 
be free to all, and which shall tend to fit 
the people for the duties of citizenship, and 
for the ordinary avocations of a civilized 
community.

Especial attention 
should be at once given to affording full 
opportunity to all the people of the islands 
to acquire the use of the English 
lan­ 
guage. * * * 
“ Upon all officers and employes of the 
United States, both civil 
and 
military, 
should be impressed a sense of the duty 
to observe, not merely the material, but 
the personal and social rights of the people 
©f the islands, and to treat them with the 
same courtesy and respect for their per­ 
sonal dignity 
which the 
people of the 
United States are accustomed to require 
from each otuer. 
“ The articles of capitulation of the city 
of Manilla on the 13th of August, 1898, 
concluded with these words: 
“ ‘This city, Us inhabitants, its churches, 
and religious worship, its educational estab 
lishments uud its private property of all 
descriptions, are placed under the special 
safeguard of the faith and honor of the 
American army.’ 
“ I believe that this pledge has been faith 
fully kept. 
As high and sacred an obliga­ 
tion rests upon ihe government of ihe Unit­ 
ed States to give protection for property 
and life, civil and religious freedom, and 
wise, firm and unselfish guidance in th 
paths of peace and prosperity, to all Un­ 
people of the Philippine islands. 
I charge

the military authorities of 
the 
United 
States will pay 30 pesos to each man who 
presents a rifle in good condition." 
Under their instructions the commission, 
composed of representative Americans of 
different sees ions 
of ihe country and from 
different political parties, wbose character 
and ability guarantee the most faithful in­ 
telligence and patriotic service, are now 
laboring to establish stable government un­ 
der civil control, in which the inhabitants 
shall participate, giving them opportunity 
to demonstrate how fur they are prepared 
for self-government. 


Report o f Civ il Commission. 


This commission, under date of Aug. 21, 
1900, makes ¡in interesting repori, 
from 
which I quote tlie following exiructs: 
“ Hostility against Americans was origin­ 
ally aroused by absurd falsehoods of uu- 
•bi upulous leaders. The dist rlbui Ion of troops 
in 300 posts has b.v contact largely dispelled 
hostility; and steadily improved the tem­ 
per of the people. 
'Ibis improvement is 
furthered by abuses of insurgents. 
Large 
numbers of people long tor peace and are 
willing to accept government under 
the 
United States. 
Insurgents not surrender­ 
ing after defeat are divided 
inio 
small 
guerilla bands under general officers or be­ 
come robbers. 
Nearly all of tin* prominent 
generals and politicians of the insurrection, 
except Aguinaldo, have since been captured 
or have surrendered and taken the oath of 
allegiance.* * * All northern Luzon ex­ 
cept 
two provin.es is substantially 
free 
from insurgents. 
People busy 
planting, 
and are asking for municipal organization. 
Railway and telegraph line from Manilla 
to Dagupau, 122 miles, not molested for 
five months * * • Tagalos alone active 
in 
leading guerilla warfare. 
In Negros, 
Cebu, IN inbion, Masbate, S:buyan, Tabias, 
Bohol ami other Philippine islands little 
disturbance exists and civil 
government 
eagerly awaited. * * * Four 
years 
of 
war ¡ind lawlessness in parts of the islands 
have created unsettled 
conditions. 
* * * 
Native constabulary 
and 
militia, which 
should be organized at once, will end this, 
and tbe terrorism to which defenseless peo­ 
ple a re subjected. 
The natives desire to 
enlist in these organizations. 
If Judiciously 
selected and officered, will 
be 
efficient 
forces for maintenance of order and will 
permit early material reduction of United 
fci.ates troops. * * * Turning islands over to 
coterie of Tagalo politicians 
will blight 
fair prospects of enormous Improvement; 
drive out capital, make life and property, 
•ocular and religious most insecure; banish 
by fear of cruel proscription considerable 
body of conservative Filipinos who have 
aided Americans in well founded belief that 
their people are not now fit for self-govern­ 
ment, and reintroduce some oppression and 
corruption which existed In all provinces 
under Malolos insurgent government dur­ 
ing tin* eight months of its control. 
The 
result will be factional strife between jeal­ 
ous leaders, chaos and anarchy, and will 
require and justify active intervention of 
our government or some other. 
* * * • 
Business interrupted by 
war much 
Im­ 
proved as peace extends. 
* * * 
In Ne­ 
gros more sugar in cultivation than ever 
before. 
New forestry regulations give cm* 
pet us to timber trade and reduce high price 
of lumber. 
The customs collections for last 
quarter 50 per cent greater than ever in 
Spanish 
history, and August 
collections 
show' further Increase. 
The total revenue 
for same period one-third greater than In 
any quarter under Spain, though cedula tax 
chief source of Spanish revenue, practically 
abolished. 
Economy and efficiency of mili­ 
tary government have created surplus fuud 
of $0,(100,000, which should be expended lu 
much needed public works, notably 
Im­ 
provement of Manilla harbor.

The commission Is continent t hat “ by a 
judicious customs law, reasonable land tax 
and proper corporation franchise tax, im­

revenues 
sufficient 
to pay 
expenses 
of 
efficient 
government, 
including 
militia 
and constabulary." They "are preparing a 
stringent civil service law,-giving equal op- 
porti nity to Filipinos and wneiican*, with

lish a proclamation declaring that we come 
not to make war upon the people of the 
Philippines nor upon any part or faction 
among them, bot to protect them In their 
tonnes, in their employments, and in their 
personal and religious rights. 
All persons 
who, either by active aid or by honest sub­ 
mission, co-operate with the United States 
In Its efforts to give effect to this benef­ 
icent purpose, will receive the reward of 
Its support and protection.” 
On July 3, 1808, the Spanish fleet In at­ 
tempting to escnpe from Santiago harbor, 
was destroyed by the American fleet, and 
en July 17, 1808. the Spanish garrison in 
the city of Santiago surrendered to the 
commander of the American forces. 


iDHtruorions to Pewee Commission. 
Following these brilliant victories, on the 
12tb day of August, 1898, upon the initia­ 
tive of Spain, hostilities were suspended, 
and a protocol was signed with a view to 
arranging terms of peace between the two 
govern Hunt s. 
In pursuance thereof I ap­ 
pointed a* commissioners the following dis­ 
tinguished citizens to conduct tile negotia­ 
tions on the part of the United 
States; 
Hon. William K. Day of Ohio, Hon. Wil­ 
liam P; Frye of Maine, Hon. Cushman K. 
Davis of Minnesota, Hon. George Gray of 
Delaware and Hon, Whitelaw Held of New 
Tort. In addressing the peace commission 
Wore its departure for Paris I said: 
wit is my wish that throughout the nego- 
-•jttions entrusted to the commission tile 
/orpose and spirit with which tho United 
States accepted the unwelcome necessity 
cf war should he kept constantly In view. 
We took up arms only in obedience to the 
dictates of humanity and in the fulfillment 
•f high public and moral obligations.

lad no design of aggrandizement and no 
ambition of conquest. 
Through the long 
course of repeated representations which 
preceded and aimed to av**rt the struggle 
•bd in the tinal arbitrament of force this 
country was Impelled solely by the purpose

Willing or not, we have ’he 
responsibility of duty which we can not 
escape. • • * The president can not be­ 
lieve any division of the archipelago can 
bring us anything but embarrassment iii 
the future. The trade and commercial side, 
as well as the indemnity for the cost of the 
war, are questions we might yield. 
They 
might be waived or compromised, but the 
questions of duty and humanity appeal to 
the president so strongly that he can find 
no appropriate answer but the one he has 
here marked out.” 
P>oiuise to Filipino*. 
The treaty of peace was concluded on 
Dec. IO, 1898. By its terms the archipel­ 
ago known as the Philippine islands was 
ceded by Spain to the United States. 
It 
was also provided that “the civil rights 
and political status of the native Inhabit­ 
ants of tile territories hereby ceded to the 
United States shall be determined by the 
c o n g re e ” Eleven days thereafter, on Dee. 
i 21, the following direction was given to the 
commander of our forces in the Philip­ 
pines: 
“* * • The military commander of the 
United States forces is on joined to make 
known to the inhabitants of the Philippine 
Islands that in succeeding to tho sover­ 
eignty of Spain, in severing the former 
political relations of the inhabitants and 
In establishing a now’ political power, the 
authority of the United States is to lie 
exerted for ‘be securing of the persons and 
J property of the people of the islands and 
for the confirmation of all their private 
rights and relations. 
It will be the duty 
of the commander of the forces of occupa­ 
tion to announce and proclaim in the most 
public manner that we come not as lnvac 
ers or conquerors, but as friends, to pro­ 
tect the natives in their homes, in theij 
employments, and in their personal and 
religious rights.” 


In str u ctio n s co P hiliD P in# C om m ission* 
In order to facilitate the most humane, 
pacific and effective extension of authority 
throughout these islands, and to secure, 
with the least possible delay, the benefits 
of a wise and generous protection of life 
and property to the inhabitants, I appoint­ 
ed in January, 1899, a commission, consist­ 
ing of Hon. Jacob Gould Schurman of New 
York; 
Admiral 
George Dewey, 
United 
States Navy: Hon. Cibaries Denby of In­ 
diana; 
Professor 
Dean C. Worcester 
of 
Michigan; and Major General 
El well S. 
Otis, United States army. Their instrue- 
< tions contained the following: 
“In the performance of this 
duty tho 
commissioners are enjoined to meet at the 
earliest possible day in the city of Manilla, 
and to announce by public proclamation 
their presence aud the mission intrusted 
to them, carefully sewing forth that, whi’e 
the military government already proclaimed 
is to be maintained and continued so long 
as necessity may require, efforts will be 
made to alleviate the burden of taxation, 
to establish industrial and commercial pros­ 
perity, and to provide for the safety of per­ 
sons and of property by such means as may 
be found conducive to those ends. 
“The commissioners will endeavor, with­ 
out interference with the military author­ 
ities of the United States, now in control 
of the Philippines, to ascertain what ameli­ 
oration in the condition of the inhabitants, 
and what improvement* in 
public order 
may be practicable, and for this purpose 
they will study attentively the existing so­ 
cial and political status of the various popu­ 
lations, particularly as regards the forms 
of local government, the administration of 
Justice, the collection of customs and other 
taxes, the means of transportation, and the 
need of public improvements. 
They will 
report • * • the results of their observa­ 
tions and reflections, and will recommend 
such executive action as may from time 
to time seem to them wise and useful. 
“The commissioners are hereby authoriz­ 
ed to confer authoritatively with any per­ 
sons resident in the islands from whom 
they may believe themselves able to derive 
Information, or suggestions valuable for 
the purposes of their commission, or whom 
they may choose to employ as agents, as 
may be necessary for this purpose. • • * 
“ It Is my desire that in all their relations 
with the inhabitants of the islands the 
commissioners exercise due respect for all 
the ideals, customs aud institutions of the 
tribes which compose the population, em­ 
phasizing upon all oecasions the just and 
beneficent intentions of the government of 
the United States. 
It is also my wish and 
expectation that the commissioners may be 
received in a manner due to the honored 
and authorized representatives of the Amer­ 
ican republic, duly commissioned on ac­ 
count of their knowledge, skill and integ­ 
rity as bearers cif the good will, the pro­ 
tection, and richest blessings of 
a 
lib­ 
erating rather 
than a conquering nation.” 
Paso** Treat v Ratified. 
On the lith of February, 1899, the treaty 
was ratified by the senate of the United 
States’ and the congress immediately ap­ 
propriated $2<i,000,QOJ to carry out its p a v i­ 
lions. The ratifications were exchanged by 
the United States and Spain on the lith 
af April, 1899. 
F inn of 6«»#ratB«t*t Pronosod. 
Aa early as April, lls , the Philippine 


commission, or Wilton Dr. Sonarman was 
president, endeavored to bring about peace

So great was the satisfaction of 
the insurgent commissioner* with the form 
of government proposed by the American 
commissioners that the latter 
submitted 
the proposed scheme to me for approval, 
and my action thereon is shown by the 
cable message following: 
“ May 5. 1899. 
“ Schurman, Manilla: 
“Yours 4th received. 
You are author­ 
ized to propoke that under the military 
power of tin* president, pending action of 
congress, government of the Philippine is­ 
lands shall consist of a governor-general, 
appointed by the president; cabinet, ap­ 
pointed by the governor general; a general 
advisory council, elected by the people; the 
qualifications of electors to be carefully 
considered and determined: and the gover­ 
nor general to have absolute veto. 
Judi­ 
ciary strong and 
independent; 
principal 
judges appointed by the president. 
The 
cabinet and judge* to be chosen from na­ 
tives or Americans, or both, having regard 
to fitness. 
The president earnestly desires 
the cessation of bloodshed, and that the 
people of the Philippine islands at an early 
date shall have the largest measure of lo­ 
cal self-government consistent with peace 
and good order.” 
In the latter part of May another gToup 
of representatives came from the insurgent 
leader. 
The whole matter wa* fully dis­ 
cussed with them and promise of accept­ 
ance seemed near at- hand. 
They assured 
our commissioners they would return after 
consulting with their 
leader, but 
they 
never did. 
A sa resnlt of the views expressed by the 
first Tagalo 
representatives favorable to 
the plan of the commission It appears that 
he was, by military order of the insurgent 
leader, stripped of his shoulder straps, dis­ 
missed from the army and sentenced to 12 
years’ Imprisonment. 
Report of Fliiiippine Commission. 
The views of the commission are best set 
forth in their own words: 
a 
“Deplorable a* war is, the one in which 
we are now engaged was unavoidable by 
na. We were attacked by a bold, advent nr 
•us and enthusiastic army. 
No alternative 
was left to us except ignominous retreat. 
“It is not to be conceived qf that any 
American would have sanctioned the sur­ 
render of Manilla to the insurgents. 
Our 
obligations to other nations and to the 
friendly Filipinos, and to ourselves and 
our flag, demanded that force should be 
met with force. 
Whatever the future of 
the Philippines may be, there is uh course 
open to us now except the prosecution of 
the war until the insurgents are reduced 
to submission. 
The commission is of the 
opinion that there has been no time since 
the destruction of the Spanish squadron 
by Admiral Dewey when it was possible 
to withdraw our forces from the islands, 
cither with honor to ourselves or with safe­ 
ty to the inhabitants.” 
After the most thorough study of the 
peoples of the archipelago the commission 
reported among other things: 
“Their lack of education and political ex­ 
perience, combined with their racial and 
linguistic diversities, disqualify them, in 
spite of their mental gifts and domestic 
virtues, to undertake the task of govern­ 
ing the archipelago at the present time. 
The most that can be expected of them is 
to co-operate with the Americans in tho 
administration of general affairs, from Ma­ 
nilla as a center, and to undertake, subject 
to American control or guidance (as may 
be found necessary), the administration of 
provincial and municipal affairs. * * * 
“Should our power by any fatality be 
withdrawn, the commission believes that 
the government of the Philippines would 
•peedily lapse Into anarchy, which would 
•xcuse, if it did not necessitate the inter­ 
vention of other powers, and the eventual 
division of the islands among them. 
Only 
through American occupation, therefore, is 
the Idea of a free, self-governing and Unit­ 
ed Philippine commonwealth at all con­ 
ceivable. * * • 
“Thus the welfare of the Filipinos coin­ 
cides with the dictates of national honor In 
ferBidfflng"our abafiuffii blent' of the archi­ 
pelago. We can not from any point of view 
escape the responsibilities of government 
which our sovereignty 
entails; 
aud the 
commission is strongly persuaded that the 
performance of our national duty win prove 
the greatest blessing to the people of the 
Philippine Islands.” 
Satisfied that nothing further could be 
Accomplished in pursuance of their mis­ 
sion until the rebellion was 
suppressed, 
and desiring to place before the congress 
the result of their observations, I requested 
the commission to return to the United 
States. 
Their most intelligent and con 
prehenslve report was submitted to con 
gress. 
Civil Oommmnoo A ppointed—It* Dull** 
In March, 1900, believing that the insur­ 
rection was practically ended and earnest­ 
ly desiring to promote the establishment 
of a stable government in the archipelago, 
I appointed the following civil commission: 
Hon. William II. Taft of Ohio, Professor 
Dean C. Worcester of Michigan, Hon. Luke 
I. Wright of Tennessee, Hon. Henry C. lde 
of Vermont and Hon. Bernard Moses of 
California. 
My instructions to them con­ 
tained the following: 
“You (the secretary of war) will instruct 
the commission • • • to devote their at­ 
tention in the first instance to the estab­ 
lishment of 
municipal 
governments, In 
which the natives of the islands, both in 
the cities and in the rural communities,

be 
afforded

“ Beginning with the hist day of Septem­ 
ber, 1900, the authority to exercise, sub­

from the military governor of the islands 
to this commission, to bt* thereafter exer­ 
cised by them in the place and stead of the 
military governor, under such rules and 
regulations as you (the secretary of war) 
shall prescribe, until the establishment of 
the civil central government for the islands 
contemplated in the last foregoing para­ 
graph or until congress shall otherwise pro­ 
vide. 
Exercise of this legislative authority 
will include the making of rules and orders 
having the effect of law for the raising of 
revenue by taxes, customs duties and im­ 
posts; the appropriation and expenditure of 
the public funds of the islands; the estab­ 
lishment of an educational system through­ 
out the islands; the establishment of a sys­ 
tem to secure an efficient civil service; the 
organization and establishment of courts; 
the organization and establishment of mu­ 
nicipal and departmental government*, and 
all other matters of a civil nature for 
which the military governor is now com­ 
petent to provide by rules or orders of a 
legislative character. 
The commission will 
also have power during the same period 
to appoint to office such officers under the 
Judicial, educational and civil service sys­ 
tems and in the municipal 
nnd 
depart­ 
mental governments as shall be provided 
for * • *” 
Until congress shall take action I direct 
that— 
“ Upon every division and branch of the 
government of the Philippines must be Im­ 
posed these inviolable rules: 
“That no perron shall be deprived of 
life, liberty or property without due pro­ 
cess of law: that private property shall 
not be taken for public use without just 
compensation: that in all criminal prosecu­ 
tions the accused shall enjoy the right to 
A speedy and public trial, to be Informed 
of the nature aud cause of the accusation, 
to be confronted with the witnesses against 
him, to have compulsory process for ob­ 
taining witnesses in his favor, and to have 
the assistance of counsel for his defense; 
that excessive bail shall not be required, 
nor excessive fines imposed, nor cruel aud 
unusual punishment inflicted; that no per­ 
son shall be put twice in jeopardy for the 
same offense, or be compelled in any crim­ 
inal case to be a witness against himself; 
that the right to be secure against unreason­ 
able searches and seizures shall not be vio­ 
lated; (hat neither slavery nor Involuntary 
servitude shall exist except as a punishment 
for crime; that no bill of attainder or ex 
post facto law shall be passed; that no 
law shall be passed abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press, or the right of 
the people to peaceably assemble and peti­ 
tion the government for a redress of griev­ 
ances; that no law shall be made respect­ 
ing the establishment of religion, or pro­ 
hibiting the free exercise thereof, aud that 
the free exercise and enjoyment of religious 
profession and worship without discrimina­ 
tion or preference shall forever 
be al­ 
lowed. * • • 
“ It will be the duty of the commission 
to promote and extend, and, as they find 
occasion, to Improve the system of educa­ 
tion already inaugurated by the military 
authorities. 
In doing this they should re 
gard as of first importance the extension of 
a system of primary education, w'hich shall 
be free to all, and which shall tend to fit 
the people for the duties of citizenship, and 
for the ordinary avocations of a civilized 
community. 
• 
• 
• 
Especial attention 
should be at once given to affording full 
opportunity to ail the people of the islands 
to acquire the use of the English lan­ 
guage. * * * 
“ Upon all officers and employes of the 
United States, both civil 
and 
military, 
should be impressed a sense of the duty 
to observe, not merely the material, but 
the personal and social rights of the people 
•f the islands, and to treat them with the 
same courtesy and respect for their per­ 
sonal dignity which the 
people of the 
United States are accustomed to require 
from each otner. 
“The articles of capitniatlon of the city 
•f Manilla on the 13th of August, 1898, 
concluded with these words: 
“ ’This city, its inhabitants, its churches, 
and religious worship, its educational estab­ 
lishments and Its private property of all 
descriptions, are placed under the special 
safeguard of the faith and honor of the 
American army.’ 
“I believe thut this pledge has been faith­ 
fully kept. 
As high and sacred an obliga­ 
tion rests upon the government of the Unit­ 
ed States to give protection for property 
and life, civil aud religious freedom, and 
wise, firm and unselfish guidance in til 
paths of peace and prosperity, to all Un­ 
people of the Philippine islands. 
I charge 
this commission to labor for the full per 
formanee of this obligation, which 
eon- 
cerns the honor and conscience of

•ountry, In the firm hope that through their 
tatters t/ll the inhabitants of the l ’bUipn'rn

Proclam ation of Amnesty. 
That all might share in the regeneration

must inevitably succeed a general peace, 
the military authorities of

States will pay 30 pesos to each ntau who 
presents a rifle in good condition.” 
Under their instruction* the commission, 
composed of representative Americans of 
different section* of the country aud from 
different poll I lea I parties, whose character 
and ability guarantee the most faithful in­ 
telligence and patriotic service, are now 
laboring to establish stable government un­ 
der civil control, in which the inhabitanta 
shall participate, giving them opportunity 
to demonstrate how fur they are prepared 
for self-government.

and political statu s of the nativ e Inhabit­ 
a n ts of tile territories hereby ceded to th e 
United States shall be determ ined by the 
c o n g r e e ” 
Eleven days th erea fte r, on Dei*, 
j 21, th e following direction w as given to the 
com m ander of our forces In 
the P hilip­ 
pines: 
" • * • The m ilitary com m an der of th e 
U nited S tates forces is enjoined to m ake 
know n to the in h a b itan ts of the Philippine 
Islands th at in succeeding to the sover­

Nobody who will avail himself of 
the 
facts will longer hold th at there was any 
alliance between our soldiers and the In­ 
surgents, or that any promise of independ­ 
ence was made to them. 
Long before tbeir 
leader had reached Manilla they had re­ 
solved, if the commander of the American 
navy would give them arras with which 
to fight the Spanish army, they would later 
turn upon us, which they did murderously, 
and without the shadow of cause or Justi­ 
fication. 
There may be those without the 
means of full information, who believe that 
<va ■rit'ii in « llianuw wltb thit InvuffranU. 
and tnaf 
we assured rflem that tney snoufa 
ha v e independence To such let me repeat 
the facts: 
On tine 2Htb of May, 1898. Ad- 
miral Dewey was instructed by tne to make 
no ailianee 
with any party or faetion in 
the Philippines that would incur liability to 
maintain their cause la the future, and he 
replied under date of June 6, 1898: 
“ Have 
acted according to spirit of departm ent’s 
Instructions from the beginning, and I have 
entered inte no alliance with the Insur­ 
gents, or witli any faction. 
This squadron 
can reduce the defenses of Manilla at any 
moment, but it is considered useless until 
the arrival of sufficient 
Unlteu 
States 
forces to retain possession.” 
In the report of the first Philippine com­ 
mission, subm itted on Nov. 2, 1899, Ad­ 
miral Dewey, one of its members, said: 
“ No alliance of any kind was entered into 
with Agulnaldo, nor was any promise of in­ 
dependence made to him at any time.” 
General 
Merritt arrived in 
the Philip­ 
pines on Jnly 25, 1898. and a dispatch from 
Admiral Dewey to the 
government 
at 
W ashington said: 
“ Merritt arrived yester­ 
day. 
Situation is most critical at Manilla. 
The Spnnlsh may surrender at any moment. 
M erritt’s most difficult problem will 
be 
how to deal with the Insurgents 
under 
Agulnaldo, who have become 
aggressive 
and even threatening toward our arm y.” 
Here Is revealed the spirit of the insur­ 
gents a’s early as July. 1898, before the pro­ 
tocol was signed, while we were still en­ 
gaged In active war with Spain. 
Even 
then the Insurgents were threatening our 
army. 
On Aug. 13 Manilla was captured, and 
of this and subsequent events the Philip 
pine commission soys: 
“ When the city of 
Manilla was taken Aug. 13, the Filipinos 
took no part in the attack, but came fol­ 
lowing in with a view to looting the city, 
and were only prevented from doing so by 
onr forces preventing them from euteriug. 
Agulnaldo claimed th a t he had the right 
to occupy the city; he demanded of Gen­ 
eral M erritt the palaee of Malacanan for 
himself, and the cession of all the churches 
of Manilla, also that a part of the money 
taken from the Spaniards as spoils of war 
should be given up, and above all that he 
should be given the arm s of the Spanish 
prisoners. 
All these demands were 
re­ 
fused.” 
Generals Merritt, Greene and Andersou, 
who were in command at the beginning of 
our occupation, and until the surrender of 
Manilla, state that there was no alliance 
with the Insurgents, and no 
promise to 
to 
them 
of 
Independence. 
On Aug. 
17, 185(8, General M erritt was instructed 
that there must be no joiut occupation of 
Manilla with the Insurgents. 
General An­ 
derson, under date of Feb. 10, 1900, says 
that he was present at the interview be­ 
tween Admiral Dewey and the Insurgent 
leader, and that in this interview Admiral 
Dewey made no promises whatever. 
He 
adds: 
“ He (Agulnaldo) asked me if my 
government was going to recognize his gov­ 
ernment. 
I answered th at I was there 
simply in a military capacity; that I could 
not acknowledge his government, because 
I had no authority to do so.”

It has been asserted that there would 
have been no fighting in the Philippines If 
congress had declared its purpose to give 
Independence of the Tagalo insurgents. The 
Insurgents did not wait for the action of 
congress. 
They assumed 
the 
offensive; 
they opened fire on our army. 
Those who 
assert our responsibility for the beginning 
of the conflict have forgotten that before 
the treaty was ratified in the senate, and 
while It was being debated in that body, 
and while the Bacon resolution was under 
discussion, on Feb. 4, 1899, the Insurgents 
attacked the American army, after being 
previously advised that the American forces 
were under orders not to fire upon them 
ex cept in defense. 
The papers found in the 
recently captured archives of the insur­ 
gents dem onstrate that this 
attack had 
been carefully planned for weeks before it 
occurred. 
Their unprovoked assault upon 
our soldiers at a time when the senate was 
deliberating upon the treaty shows that no 
action on our part ex cept surrender and 
abandonment would 
have 
prevented the 
fighting and leaves no doubt in any fair 
mind of where the responsibility 
rests for 
the shedding of American blood. 
With all the ex aggerated phrase-making 
of this electoral contest, we are in danger 
of being diverted from the real contention. 
P resid en t's P h ilip p in e P o licy . 
We are in agreement with ail of those 
who supported the war with Spain, and also 
with those who counselled the ratification 
of the treaty of peace. 
Upon these two 
great essential steps there can be no issue, 
and out of these came all of our responsi­ 
bilities. 
If others would shirk the obligations im­ 
posed by the war aud the treaty, we must 
décliné to act further with them, and here 
the issue was made. 
It is our purpose to 
establish in the Philippines a government 
suitable to the wants and conditions of the 
inhabitants and to prepare them for self- 
government, and to give them self-govern­ 
ment when they are ready for It and as rap­ 
idly as they are ready for it. That I am aim­ 
ing to do under my constitutional authority, 
and will continue to do until congress shall 
determine the political status of the inhab­ 
itants of the archipelago. 
Are our opponents against the treaty? 
If 
so, they m ust be reminded th at it could 
not have been ratified in the senate but 
for their assistance. 
The senate which 
ratified the treaty and the congress which 
added its sanction by a large appropriation 
comprised senators and representatives of 
the people of all parties. 
Effect o f D em o cra t c .Success. 
Would our opponents surrender to,th e 
insurgents, abandon our sovereignty or cede 
It to them? 
If that be not their purpose, 
then it should be promptly disclaimed, for 
only evil can result from the hopes raised 
by our opponents in the minds of the Fil­ 
ipinos. that with their success at the polls 
in November there will be a withdrawal 
of our army and of American sovereignty 
w a r tin* ttrcJUuaJairo; the complete inde­ 
pendent.» of the Tagale 
peo ple recognize, 
and the po wers of government over all the 
other peoples of the archipelago conferred 
upon the Tagalo leaders. 
The effect of a belief in the minds of the 
insurgents th at this will be done has al­ 
ready prolonged the rebellion and increases 
the necessity for the continuance of a large 
army. 
It is now delaying full peace in the 
archipelago and the establishment of civil 
government, and has influenced many of 
the insurgents against accepting the liberal 
term s of amnesty offered by General Mac- 
A rthur under my direction. 
But for these 
false hopes, a considerable reduction could 
have been had in our military establish­ 
ment In the Philippines, and the realization 
of a stable government would be already 
at hand. 
S h a ll W * S u rren d er to O ner H a s ? 
The American people are asked by our 
opponents to yield the sovereignty of the 
United States in the Philippines 
to 
a 
small fraction of the poulation, a single 
tribe out of 80 or more inhabiting the arehl 
pelago, a faction which wantonly attacked 
the American troops in Manilla while in 
rightful possession under the protocol with 
Spain, awaiting the ratification 
of 
the 
treaty of peace by the senate, and which 
has since been 
in active, open 
rebellion 
against the United States. 
We are asked 
to trausfer our sovereignty to a small mi 
norlty In the islands without consulting 
the 
majority aud 
to abandon 
the largest 
portion of the population, which has been 
loyal to us, to the cruelties of the guerilla 
Insurgent bands. 
More than this, we are 
asked to protect this minority in establish­ 
ing a government and to this end represa 
all opposition of the majority. 
We are re­ 
quired to set up a stable government in the 
interest o f those who have 
assailed our 
•ortrelgnty and tiied upon our soidV.rs, and 
then m aintain it at any cost or sacrifice 
against its t >•< titles within and 
against 
those having ambitious designs from with­ 
out. 
This would require an army and navy 
f*r larger than is now maintained in the 
Philippines, and still more in ex cess of 
what will be necessary with the full recog 
nltio n of our sovereignty. 
A military sup­ 
port of authority not our own as thus pro 
posed Is the very essence of militarism, 
which our opponents In their platform op­ 
po se, but which by their policy 
wo uld of 
necessity be established la it» most offen 
•Iv e fo rm. 


Our Krso o nslbillty . 
The ^merman people will not make the 
murderers of our soldiers the agents of the 
republic, tu convey the bb» sings of liberty 
and order to the Philippines. 
They will 
not make them the builders of the new 
commonwealth. 
Such a course would be 
a betrayal of our sacred obligations to the 
peaceful Filipinos, aud would place at the 
nierev of dangerous adventurers the lives 
and property of the natives and foreigners. 
It would make possible and easy the * 0111- 
mlssion of such atrocities as were secretly 
planned, to be ex ecuted on the 22(1 uf t eb- 
ruary. 1899, in the city of Manilla, when 
only* the vigilance of our army prevented 
ilie attempt to assassinate our soldiers and 
all foreigners and pillage and destroy the 
city and its surroundings. 
In short, the 
proposition of those opposed to us is to con­ 
tinue all the obligations in the Philippines 
which now rest upon the government, only 
changing the relation from principal, which 
now ex ists, to that of surety. 
Our respon­ 
sibility is to remain, bur our power is to 
be diminished. 
Our obligation is to be no 
less, but our title is to be surrendered to 
ain't her power, which is without ex perience 
or training, or the ability to maintain a 
stable government at home and absolutely 
helpless to perform its international obliga­ 
tions with the rest of the world. 
To this 
we are opposed. 
We should not yield our 
title while our obligations last. 
In the lan­ 
guage of our platform, 
“Our 
authority 
should not be less than our responsibility,” 
and our present responsibility is to estab­ 
lish our authority in every part of the is­ 
lands. 
No government can so certainly preserve 
the peace, restore public order, establish 
law, Justice and stable conditions as ours. 
Neither congress nor the ex ecutive can es­ 
tablish a stable government in these is­ 
lands, ex cept under our right of sovereign­ 
ty, our authority, aud our flag. 
And this 
we are doing. 
Im po rencv o f » P ro tecto ra t© . 
We could not do it as a protectorate pow­ 
er so 
completely or sc successfully as 
we are doing It now. 
As the sovereign 
power we can ini*.ate action and shape 
means to ends and guide the 
Filipinos 
to self-development 
and 
self-government 
As a protectorate power we could not ini­ 
tiate action, but would be compelled to fol 
low and uphold a people with no capacity 
yet to go alone. 
In the one case we can 
protect both ourselves and the Filipinos 
from being involved in dangerous eomplica 
tlons; in the other we could not protect 
even the Filipinos until after their trouble 
had come. 
Besides, if we can not establish 
any government of our own without the 
consent of t,he governed, as our opponents 
contend, then we could not establish a sta­ 
ble government for them or make ours a 
protectorate without the like consent, and 
neither the majority of the people nor a mi­ 
nority of the people have invited us to as 
sume it. 
We could not maintain a protec 
torate even with the consent of the gov­ 
erned without giving provocation for con 
tticts and possibly costly wars. 
Our rights 
in the Philippines are now free from out 
side interference and will continue so in 
our present relation. 
They would not be 
thus free in any other relation. 
We will 
not give up our own to guarantee another 
sovereignty. 


No D efect In th© T itle. 
Our title is good. 
Our peace commis­ 
sioners believed they were receiving a good 
title when they concluded the treaty. 
The 
ex ecutive believed it was a good title when 
he submitted it to the senate of the United 
States for its ratification. 
The senate be 
lleved it was a good title when they gave 
it their constitutional assent, and the con­ 
gress seems not to bave doubted its com 
pleteness when they appropriated $20,000, 
000 provided by the treaty. 
If any who 
favored its ratification believed it gave us 
a bad title, they were not sincere. 
Our 
title is practically identical with that un­ 
der which we hold our territory acquired 
since the beginning of the government, and 
under which we have ex ercised full sover 
elgnty and established government for the 
inhabitants. 
It is worthy of note that no one outside 
of the United States disputes the fullness 
and integrity of the cession. 
W hat then is 
the real issue on 
this 
subject? 
Whether 
it 
is 
paramount 
to any 
other or not, 
it is whether 
we 
shall 
be 
responsi­ 
ble 
for 
the 
government 
of 
the Phil­ 
ippines with the sovereignty and authority 
which 
enables 
us 
to 
guide 
them 
to 
regulated liberty, law. safety and progress, 
or whether we shall be responsible for the 
forcible and arbitrary government of a mi­ 
nority without sovereignty and authority 
on our part, and with only the em barrass­ 
ment of a protectorate which draws us into 
their troubles without the power of pre­ 
venting them. 
There are those who two years ago were 
rushing us on to war with Spain, who are 
unwilling now to accept its clear conse­ 
quence, as there are those among us who 
advocated the ratification of the treaty of 
peace, but now protest against its obliga­ 
tions. 
Nations which go to war must 
be 
prepared to accept its resultant obligations 
and when they make treaties must keep 
them.

solved, lf the commander of the American 
navy would give them arms with which 
to fight the Spanish army, they woald later 
turn upon ns, which they did murderously, 
aud without the shadow of cause or justi­ 
fication.

On the 26th of May, 1808, Ad­ 
miral Howey was Instructed by me to make 
no alliance with any party or faction in 
the Philippines that would Incur liability to 
maintain their cause in the future, and Mb 
replied under date of June 6, 1898: 
“Have 
acted according to spirit of department's 
instructions from the beginning, and I have 
entered Into no alliance with the insur­ 
gents, or with any faction. This squadron 
can reduce the defenses of Manilla at any 
moment, but it Is considered useless until 
the arrival of sufliclent 
Unlteu 
States 
forces to retain possession." 
la the report of the first Philippine com­ 
mission, submitted on Nov. 2, 1899, Ad­ 
miral Dewey, one of its members, said: 
"No alliance of any kind was entered Into 
with Aguinaldo, nor was any promise of in­ 
dependence made to him at any time." 
General Merritt arrived In the Philip­ 
pines on Jily 25, 1898, and a dispatch from 
Admiral Dewey to the 
government 
at 
Washington said: "Merritt arrived yester­ 
day. 
Situation is most critical at Manilla. 
The Spanish may surrender at any moment. 
M erritt’s most difficult problem will 
be 
how to deal with the insurgents 
under 
Aguinaldo, who have become 
aggressive 
and even threatening toward our army." 
Here Is revealed the spirit of the insur­ 
gents ars early as July, ISIS, before the pro­ 
tocol was signed, while we were still en­ 
gaged In active war with Spain. 
Even 
then the Insurgents were threatening our 
army. 
On Aug. IS Manilla was captured, and 
of this and subsequent events the Philip­ 
pine commission says: 
"When the city of 
Manilla was taken Aug. 13, the Filipinos 
took no part in the attack, but came fol­ 
lowing In with a view to looting the city, 
and were only prevented from doing so by 
onr forces preventing them from entering. 
Aguinaldo claimed that he had the right 
to occupy the city; he demanded of Gen­ 
eral Merritt the palace of Malacanan for 
himself, and the cession of all the churches 
of Manilla, also that a part of the money 
taken from the Spaniards as spoils of war 
should be given up, and above all that he 
should be given the arms of the Spanish 
prisoners. 
All these demands were 
re­ 
fused.” 
Generals Merritt, Greene and Anderson, 
who were In command at the beginning of 
our occupation, and until the surrender of 
Manilla, state that there was no alliance 
with the insurgents, and no 
promise to 
to 
them 
of 
independence. 
On Aug. 
17, 1898, General Merritt was instructed 
that there must be no Joint occupation of 
Manilla with the insurgents. 
General An­ 
derson, under date of Feb. IO, 1900, says 
that he was present at the interview be­ 
tween Admiral Dewey and the insurgent 
leader, and that in this Interview Admiral 
Dewey made no promises whatever. 
He 
adds: 
"He (Aguinaldo) asked me lf my 
government was going to recognize his gov­ 
ernment. 
I answered that I was there 
simply In a military capacity; that I oould 
not acknowledge his government, because 
I had no authoritv to do so." 
Som e Pointed Quest! aa. 
Would not oar adversaries have

Dewey's fleet to Manilla to capture and de­ 
stroy the Spanish sea power there, or, dis­ 
patching it there, would they have with­ 
drawn It after the destruction of the Span­ 
ish fleet; and lf the latter, whither would 
they have directed It to sail?

There bas been no time since the destruc­ 
tion of the enemy’s fleet when we cftuld or 
should have left lite Philippine archipelago. 
After the treaty of peace was ratified no 
power but congress could surrender our 
sovereignty or alienate a foot of the terri­ 
tory thus acquired. 
The congress has not 
seen tit to do the one or the other, and the 
president had in> authority to do either, if 
he had been so inclined, which he was not. 
So long as tile sovereignty remains in us 
it is tile duty of tile executive, whoever he 
may be. to uphold that sovereignty and if

have been no fighting in the Philippines if 
congress had declared its purpose to give 
Independence of the Tagalo insurgents.

assert our responsibility for the beginning 
of the conflict have forgotten that before 
the treaty was ratified in the senate, and 
while it was being debated in that body, 
and while the Bacon resolution was under 
discussion, on Feb. 4, 1899. the insurgents 
attacked the American army, after being 
previously advised that the American forces 
were under orders not to fire upon them 
except in defense. The papers found in the 
recently captured archives of the Insur­ 
gents demonstrate that this 
attack had 
been carefully planned for weeks before it 
occurred. 
Their unprovoked assault upon 
our soldiers at a time when the senate was 
deliberating upon the treaty shows that no 
action on our part except surrender and 
abandonment would 
have 
prevented the 
fighting and leaves no doubt in any fair 
mind of where the responsibility rests for 
the shedding of American blood. 
With all the exaggerated phrase-making 
of this electoral contest, we are in danger 
of being diverted from the real contention.

We are la agreement with all of those 
who supported the war with Spain, and also 
with those who counselled the ratification 
of the treaty of peace. 
Upon these two 
great essential steps there can be no Issue, 
and out of these came all of our responsi­ 
bilities. 
If others would shirk the obligations im­ 
posed by the war and the treaty, we mast 
decline to act further with them, and here 
the Issue was made. 
It is our purpose to

“Have 
acted according to spirit of department's 
Instructions from the beginning, and I have 
entered int* no alliance with the insur­ 
gents, or with any faction. 
This squadron 
can reduce the defenses of Manilla at any 
moment, bat it is considered useless until 
the arrival of sufficient 
Unlteu 
States 
forces to retain possession." 
In the report of the first Philippine com­ 
mission, submitted on Nor. 2, 1809, Ad­ 
miral Dewey, one of its members, said: 
"No alliance of any kind was entered into 
with Aguinaldo, nor was any promise of in­ 
dependence made to him at any time." 
General Merritt arrived In the Philip­ 
pines on July 25, 1808, and a dispatch from 
Admiral Dewey to the 
government 
at 
W ashington said: 
"M erritt arrived yester­ 
day. 
Situation Is most critical at Manilla. 
The Spanish may surrender at any moment. 
M erritt's most difficult problem will 
be 
how to deal with the Insurgents 
under 
Aguinaldo, who have become 
aggressive 
aud even threatening toward our arm y." 
H ere Is revealed the spirit of the Insur­ 
gents a's early as July, 1808, before the pro­ 
tocol was signed, while we were still en­ 
gaged In active w ar with Spain. 
Even 
then the insurgents were threatening our 
army. 
On Aug. 13 Manilla was captured, and 
of this and subsequent events the Philip­ 
pine commission says: 
"W hen the city of 
Manilla was taken Aug. 13, the Filipinos 
took no p art In the attack, but came fol 
lowing In with a view to looting the city, 
and were only prevented from doing so by 
our forces preventing them from entering. 
Aguinaldo claimed th at he had the right 
to occupy the city; he demanded of Gen­ 
eral M erritt the palace of Malacanan for 
himself, and the cession of all the churches 
of Manilla, also th at a part of the money 
taken from the Spaniards as spoils of war 
should be given up, and above all th a t he 
should be given the arm s of the Spanish 
prisoners. 
All these demands were 
re­ 
fused." 
Generals M erritt, Greene and Anderson, 
who were In command at the beginning of 
our occupation, and until the surrender of 
Manilla, state that there was no alliance 
with the insurgents, and no 
promise to 
to 
them 
of 
Independence. 
On Aug. 
17, 1898, General M erritt was Instructed 
that there must be no joint occupation of 
Manilla with the insurgents. 
General An­ 
derson, under date of Feb. IO, 1900, says 
that he was present at the interview be­ 
tween Admiral Dewey and the Insurgent 
leader, and that In this Interview Admiral 
Dewey made no promises whatever. 
He 
adds: 
"H e (Aguinaldo) asked me lf my 
government was going to recognize his gov­ 
ernment. 
I answered th a t I was there 
simply In a military capacity; th a t I oould 
not acknowledge his government, because 
I had no authority to do so."

So long Bs the sovereignty remains in us 
It Is the duty of the executive, whoever lo* 
may be, to uphold that sovereignty and if 
It he attacked to suppress its assailants. 
Would our political adversaries do less? 
Assault of T si; hIo liisorgci In. 
It has been asserted that there would 
have been no fighting in the Philippine* lf 
congress had declared Its purpose to give 
Independent*** Of the Tagalo insurgents. The 
Insurgents did not walt for the action of 
congress. 
They assumed 
the 
offensive; 
they opened fire on our army. 
Those who 
assert our responsibility for the beginning 
of the conflict have forgotten that before 
the treaty was ratified In the senate, and 
while It was being debated in that body, 
and while the Bacon resolution was under 
discussion, on Fob, 4, 1899. the insurgents 
attacked the American army, after being 
previously advised that the American forces 
were under orders not to fire upon them 
except In defense. 
The papers found In the 
recently captured archives of the Insnr 
gents dem onstrate that this 
attack had 
been carefully planned for weeks before It 
occurred. 
Their unprovoked assault upon 
our soldiers at a time when the senate was 
deliberating upon the treaty shows that no 
action on our part except surrender and 
abandonment would 
have 
prevented the 
fighting and leaves no doubt in any fair 
mind of where the responsibility rest* for 
the shedding of American blood. 
With all the exaggerated phrase-making 
of this electoral contest, we are in danger 
of being diverted from the real contention. 
President's P hilip pin e Policy. 
We are Is agreem ent with all of those 
who supported the w ar with Spain, and also 
with those who counselled the ratification 
of the treaty of peace. 
Upon these two 
great essential steps there can be no issue, 
and out of these came all of our responsi­ 
bilities. 
If others would shirk the obligations Im­ 
posed by the war and the treaty, we must 
decline to act further with them, and here 
the issue was made. 
It is our purpose to 
establish in the Philippines a government 
suitable to the wants and conditions of the 
inhabitants and to prepare them for self­ 
government, and to give them self-govern­ 
ment when they are ready for It and as rap­ 
idly as they are ready for It. That I am aim­ 
ing to do under my constitutional authority, 
and will continue to do until congress shall 
determine the political status of the inhab­ 
itants of the archipelago. 
Are our opponents against the treaty? If 
so, they must be reminded that It could 
uot have been ratified in the senate but 
for their assistance. 
The senate which 
ratified the treaty and the congress which 
added its sanction by a large appropriation 
comprised senators and representatives of 
the people of all parties. 
Effect of D em ocrat c Success. 
Would our opponents surrender to .th e 
insurgents, abandon our sovereignty or cede 
it to them? 
If that be not their purpose, 
then It should be promptly disclaimed, for 
only evil can result from the hopes raised 
by our opponents In the minds of the Fil­ 
ipinos, that with their success at the polls 
in November there will be a withdrawal 
of our army aud of American sovereignty

pendence of t i * Tagalo peopl* recognize, 
and tho powers of government over all the 
other peoples of the archipelago conferred 
upon the Tagalo leaders. 
The effect of a belief in the minds of the 
Insurgents th a t this will be done has al­ 
ready prolonged the rebellion and increases 
the necessity for the continuance of a large 
army. 
It is now delaying full peace in the 
archipelago and the establishment of civil 
government, and has influenced many of 
the insurgents against accepting the liberal 
term s of amnesty offered by General Mac­ 
A rthur under my direction. 
But for these 
false hopes, a considerable reduction could 
have been had In our military establish­ 
ment in the Philippines, and the realization 
of a stable government would be already 
at hand. 
S h u ll W a Su rren d er to G oer lin s T 
The American people are asked by our 
opponents to yield the sovereignty of the 
United States in the Philippines 
to 
a 
•mall fraction of the p o ta tio n , a single 
tribe out of 80 or more inhabiting the archi­ 
pelago, a faction which wantonly attacked 
the American troops In Manilla while in 
rightful possession under the protocol with 
Spain, aw aiting the ratification 
of 
the 
treaty of peace by the senate, and which 
has since been 
in active, open 
rebellion 
against the United States. 
We are asked 
to transfer our sovereignty to a small mi­ 
nority In the islands without consulting 
the m ajority and 
to abandon 
the largest 
portion of th e population, which has been 
loyal to us, to the cruelties of the guerilla 
Insurgent bands. 
More than this, we are 
asked to protect this minority In establish­ 
ing a government and to this end repress 
•ll opposition of the majority. 
We are re­ 
quired to set up a stable government in the 
Interest of those who have 
assailed our 
sovtrelgnty and fired upon our soel'ers, and 
then m aintain it at any cost or sacrifice

This would require an army and navy 
larger than Is now maintained in the 
Philippines, and still more in excess of 
w hat will be necessary with the full recog­ 
nition of our sovereignty.

sioners believed they were receiving a good 
title when they concluded the treaty.

executive believed it was a good title when 
he submitted It to the senate of the United 
States for its ratification. 
The senate be­ 
lieved it was a good title when they gave 
it their constitutional assent, and the con­ 
gress seems not to have doubted its com­ 
pleteness when they appropriated $20,000,- 
000 provided by the treaty. 
If any who 
favored its ratification believed it gar® us 
bad title, they were not sincere. 
Our 
title Is practically identical with that un­ 
der which we hold our territory acquired 
since the beginning of the government, and 
under which we have exercised full sover­ 
eignty and established government for the 
inhabitants. 
It is worthy of note that no one outside 
of the United States disputes the fullness 
and Integrity of the cession.

the 
authorities 
were unable to make a case against 
any one of the local dealers. 
Several thefts of a sim ilar charac­ 
ter have 
occurred 
recently, notable 
among them being the case in which 
George Cox and Neil Laird were men­ 
tioned some tim e ago, and for which 
offense they are now doing time. 
The local authorities 
have deter­ 
mined to carry out the statutes to the 
letter in so far as it concerns 
the 
junk 
shops and 
second-hand stores, 
and they hope in that way to prevent, 
to a great extent, petty thefts of arti­ 
cles usually disposed of to these deal­ 
ers in the future. 
Chapter 16, volume 2, of the revised 
statutes under the head of “Second­ 
hand stores and junk shops says: 
Sec. 4,413. Proprietor to put up sign 
and keep book containing description 
of 
second-hand 
articles 
purchased. 
Any persons who purchases, sells, ex­ 
changes, or receives second-hand fur­ 
niture, second-hand articles of 
any 
kind, scrap 
iron, old 
metal, canvas, 
rope, junk or lead pipe, except plain 
juuk and old stoves and furniture, 
shall put up in a conspicuous 
place 
in or upon his shop, store wagon, boat 
or other place of business, 
a 
sign, 
having his 
nam e and occupation leg­ 
ibly inscribed thereon, and shall keep 
a separate book open to inspection of 
any member of any police force, city 
marshal or constable, or any other per­ 
son, in which 
shall be written in the 
English language at the 
time of ev­ 
ery purchase or exchange or any of 
the 
articles above mentioned a de­ 
scription thereof, the name, descrip­ 
tion and residence of the person from 
whom purchased and received, 
and 
the day and how' such purchase or ex­ 
change was made.

And any 
such purchaser shall prepare and de­ 
liver every day to the mayor of the 
city in which such business is carried 
on, before the hours of 12 o’clock rn., 
a legible and correct copy, written in 
English, from such book, a descrip­ 
tion of all such purchases, purchased 
or received during the preceding day, 
together with the hour at which the 
purchase or purchases were made, to­ 
gether with a description of the per­ 
son from whom the same were 
pur­ 
chased.

can, and it tingles with delight at the 
sight of Hawaii, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines added to our American 
possessions. 
True, affairs in the Phil­ 
ippines are not as pleasant now as 
we could wish, but “wait 
till 
the 
clouds roll by.” The flag has brought 
blessing to every place it has touched 
hitherto, and will do the same in the 
future. 
Third—I rejoice at the increased re­ 
spect 
for our country among the na­ 
tions of the earth. 
Manila Bay, San­ 
tiago and San Juan were revelations to 
the nations abroad. 
Hitherto 
their 
idea has been that the Yankee is sim­ 
ply a shrewd trader and indentor, with 
no soul beyond the Almighty Dollar. 
It was an awakening to them to dis­ 
cover that American gunners are the 
best in the world, that American sol­ 
diers are unsurpassed in courage, dis­ 
cipline, intelligence and efficiency, and 
that Americans fight, not merely for 
money, hut for ideas, for liberty and 
for the 
deliverance of the oppressed 
of other lands and races.

present trouble in China the United

Indian storm which reached tile gulf 
coast Saturday morning wrought awful 
havoc in Texas. Reports are conflict­ 
ing, but it Is known that an appalling 
disaster has befallen the city of Gal­ 
veston, where, it is reported, thou­ 
sands of 
lives 
have 
been 
blotted 
out and a tremendous property dam­ 
age Incurred. 
Meager reports from 
Sabine Pass and Port Arthur also indi­ 
cate a heavy loss of life, but these re­ 
ports cannot be confirmed 
at 
this 
hour. 
The first news to reach this city from 
the stricken city of Galveston 
was 
received tonight. James C. Timmins, 
who resides in Houston and who is 
the general superintendent of the Na­ 
tional Compress Company, arrived in 
the city at 8 o’clock tonight from Gal­ 
veston. 
He was one of the first to 
reach here with tidings of the gen­ 
eral disaster which has befallen that 
city and the magnitude of ttiat disas­ 
ter remains to be told because of bis 
endeavors to reach home. 
After re­ 
maining through the hurricane on Sat­ 
urday he departed from Galveston on 
a schooner and came across the bay 
to Morgans Point, where he caught a 
train for Houston. The hurricane, Mr. 
Timmins said, was the 
worst 
ever 
known. 
Tile estimate made by citizens 
of 
Galveston was that 4,000 houses, most 
of them residences, have been 
de­ 
stroyed and that at least 3.000 people 
have been drowned, killed

turn upon us, which they did murderously, 
and without the shadow of cause or justi­ 
fication.

Dewey was Instructed by me to make 
no allianee with any party or faction In 
the Philippines that would Incur liability to 
maintaiu their cause in the future, and be 
replied under date of June 6, 1898: 
“ Have 
acted according to spirit of department’s 
Instructions from the beginning, aud I have 
entered into no alliance with the insur­ 
gents, or with any faction. 
This squadron 
can reduce the defenses of Manilla at any 
moment, but it is considered useless until 
the arrival of sufficient 
Uniter 
States 
forces to retain possession.” 
In the report of the first Philippine com­ 
mission, submitted on Nov. ‘J, 1899, 
Ad­ 
miral Dewey, one of its members, said: 
“No alliance of atty kind was entered Into 
with Aguinaldo, nor was any promise of in­ 
dependence made to hint at any time.” 
General 
Merritt arrived in 
the Philip­ 
pines on J»ly 25, 1898, and a dispatch from 
Admiral Dewey to the 
government 
at 
Washington said: 
“Merritt arrived yester­ 
day. 
Situation is most critical at Manilla. 
The Spanish may surrender at any moment. 
Merritt’s most difficult problem will 
be 
how to deal with the Insurgents 
nuder 
Aguinaldo, who have become 
aggressive 
and even threatening toward our army.*’ 
Here is revealed lite spirit of the insur­ 
gents a’s early as July, 1898, before the pro­ 
tocol was signed, while we were still en­ 
gaged In active war with Spain. 
Even 
then the insurgents were threatening our 
army. 
On Aug. 13 Manilla was captured, and 
of this and subsequent events the Philip­ 
pine commission says: 
“ When the city of 
Manilla was taken Aug. 13, the Filipinos 
took no part In the attack, but came fol­ 
lowing in with a view to looting tho city, 
and were only prevented from doing so by 
our forces preventing them from entering. 
Aguinaldo claimed that he had the right 
to occupy the eity; he demanded of Gen­ 
eral Merritt the palace of Malacanan for 
himself, and the cession of ail the churches 
of Manilla, also that a part of the money 
taken from the Spaniards us spoils of war 
should be given up, and above all that he 
should be given the arms of the Spanish 
prisoners. 
All these demands were 
re­ 
fused.” 
Generals Merritt, Grecut' und Anderson, 
who were in command at the beginning of 
our occupation, and until the surrender of 
Manilla, state that there was no alliance 
with the insurgents, and no 
promise to 
to 
them 
of 
Independence. 
On Aug. 
17, 1898, General Merritt was Instructed 
thst there must be no Jolut occupation of 
Manilla with the insurgents. 
General An­ 
derson, under date of Feb. IO, UKK), says 
that he was present at the interview be­ 
tween Admiral Dewey aud the insurgent 
leader, and that In this interview Admiral 
Dewey made no promises whatever. 
He 
adds; 
“ He (Aguinaldo) asked inc if my 
government was going to recognise his gov­ 
ernment. 
I answered that I 
was there 
simply In a military capacity; that I could 
not acknowledge his government, because 
I had no authorltv to do so."

Dewey’s fleet to Manilla to capture und de­ 
stroy the Spanish sea power there, or, dis­ 
patching It there, would they have with­ 
drawn it after the (lestMu tton of the Span­ 
ish fleet; and lf the latter, whither would 
they have directed It to sail?

It have gone? 
What port In the Orient 
was open to It?

of General Merritt to strengthen Dewey in 
the distant ocean and assist lu our tri­ 
umph over Spain, with which nation we 
were at war? 
Was It not our highest duty 
to strike Spain at every vulnerable point, 
that the wur might be successfully con- 
luded at the earliest practicable moment? 
And was It uot our duty to protect the 
lives and property of those who came with­ 
in our control by the fortune* of war? 
Could we have come away at nay time be 
tween May I, 1898, and the conclusion of 
peace without a stain upon our good name?

There baa been no time .-ince the destruc­ 
tion of the enem y’s fleet when we edit Id or 
should have left the Philippine archipelago. 
After the treaty of pence was rarified no 
[tower but congress could surrender our 
sovereignty or alienate a foot of the terri­ 
tory thus acquired. 
The congress has not 
seen til to do tile one or the other, and the 
president bad no authority to do either, if 
he had been so Inclined, which he was not. 
So long as tin* sovereignty remains in us 
it is tile duty of tile executive, whoever he 
may be, to uphold that sovereignty and if 
It be attacked to suppress iis assailants. 
Would our political adversaries do less?

It has been asserted that there would 
have been no fighting in tin* Philippines if 
congress had declared Its purpose to give 
Independence of tile Tagalo insurgents. The 
Insurgents did not wait for the action of 
congress. 
They assumed 
the 
offensive; 
they opened tire on our army. 
Those who 
assert, our responsibility for the beginning 
of the conflict have forgotten that before 
the treaty was ratified in the senate, and 
while It was being debated in that body, 
and while the Bacon resolution was under 
discussion, on Feb. 4, 1899. the insurgents 
attacked the American army, after being 
previously advised that the American forces 
were under orders not to fire upon them 
except in defense. 
The papers found in the 
recently captured archives of the insur 
gents dem onstrate that this 
attack had 
been carefully planned for weeks before it 
occurred. 
Their unprovoked assault upon 
our soldiers at a time when the senate was 
deliberating upon the treaty shows th at no 
action on our part except surrender and 
abandonment would 
have 
prevented the 
fighting and leaves no doubt in any fal 
mind of where the responsibility rests for 
the shedding of American blood. 
With all the exaggerated phrase-making 
of this electoral contest, we are In dang* 
of being diverted from the real contention 
P r e s id e n t's P h ilip p in e Policy. 
We are In agreem ent with all of those 
who supported the war with Spain, and ulso 
with those who counselled the ratification 
of the treaty of peace. 
Upon these two 
great essential steps there can be no issue 
arid out of these came all of our responsl 
butties. 
If others would shirk the obligations im 
posed by the war and the treaty, we must 
decline to act further with them, and here 
the issue was made. 
It is our purpose to 
establish in the Philippines a government 
suitable to the wants and conditions of the 
inhabitants and to prepare them for self­ 
government, and to give them self-govern­ 
ment when they are ready for it and as rap­ 
idly as they are ready for It. That I am aim­ 
ing to do under my constitutional authority, 
and will continue to do until congress shall 
determine the political status of the inhab­ 
itants of the archipelago. 
Are our opponents against the treaty? If 
so, they m ust be reminded that It could 
not have been ratified in the senate but 
for their assistance. 
The senate which 
ratified the treaty and the congress which 
added its sanction by a large appropriation 
comprized senators and representatives of 
the people of nil parties.

Would our opponents surrender t o #the 
insurgents, abandon our sovereignty or cede 
It to them ? 
If that be not their purpose, 
then It should be promptly disclaimed, for 
only evil can result from the hopes raised 
by our opponents iii the minds of the FII 
iplnos, that with their success at the polls 
In November there will be a withdrawal 
of our army and of American sovereignty

mr.-Ju MwJai’o . the com oid* inde­ 
pendence o f the Tagalo people recognize, 
and tb s powers of government over til the 
other peoples of the archipelago conferred 
upon the Tagalo lenders. 
The effect of a belief In the minds of the 
insurgents th at this will be done has al­ 
ready prolonged the rebellion and Increases 
the neoesxity for the continuance of a large 
army. 
It is now delaying full peace In the 
archipelago and the establishment of civil 
government, and has influenced many of 
the Insurgents against accepting the liberal 
term s of am nesty offered by General Mac 
A rthur under my direction. 
Hut for these 
false hopes, a considerable reduction could 
have been had in our military establish 
meat lu the Philippines, and the realization 
of a stable government would be already 
at hand.

The American people are asked by our 
opponents to yield the sovereignty of the 
United States in the Philippines 
to 
a 
small fraction of the p o ta tio n , a single 
tribe out of HO or more Inhabiting the archi­ 
pelago, a faction which wantonly attacked 
the American troops in MauiUa while In 
rightful possession under the protocol with 
Spalu, aw aiting the ratification 
of 
the 
treaty of peace by the senate, and which 
has since been 
in active, open 
rebellion 
against the United States. 
We are asked 
to transfer our sovereignty to a small nil 
norlty in the islauda w ithout consulting 
the 
m ajority aud 
to abandon 
the largest 
portion of the population, which has been 
loyal to us, to the cruelties of the guerilla 
Insurgent bands. 
More than this, we are 
asked to protect this minority In establlsh-

O a r B e s o o n s lb illty - 
The Kmeri' iin people will not make the 
murderers of our soldiers the agents of the 
republic, to convey tin* blessings of liberty 
and order to the Philippines. 
They will 
not make them tim builders of the new 
commonwealth. 
Such a course would be 
a betrayal of our sacred obligations to the 
peaceful Filipinos, and would place at the 
mercy of dangerous adventurers tile lives 
aud property of the natives and foreigners. 
It would make possible and easy the com­ 
mission of such atrocities as were secretly 
planned, to be executed on the 22d of Feb­ 
ruary 
1899. in the city of Manilla, when 
only the vigilance of our army prevented 
th e 'attempt to assassinate our soldiers arni 
all foreigners and pillage and destroy the 
city und its surroundings.

Our obligation is to be no 
less, but our title is to be surrendered to 
another power, which is without experience 
or training, or the ability to maintain a 
stable government at home and absolutely 
helpless to perform its international obliga­ 
tions with the rest of the world. 
To this 
we are opposed. 
We should not yield our 
title while our obligations last. 
In the lan­ 
guage of our platform, 
“ Our 
authority 
should not lie less than our responsibility,” 
and our present responsibility is to estab­ 
lish our authority in every part of the Is­ 
lands. 
No government can so certainly preserve 
the peace, restore public order, establish 
law, Justice and stable conditions as ours. 
Neither congress nor the executive can es­ 
tablish a stable government In these Is­ 
land*, except under our right of sovereign­ 
ty, our authority, aud our flag. 
And this 
we are doing. 


ImpnAencv of n Protectorate. 
We could not do it as a protectorate pow 
er so 
completely or sc successfully aa 
we are doing It now. 
As the sovereign 
power we can ini ..ate action and shape 
means to ends and guide the 
Filipinos 
to self-development 
and 
self government. 
As a protectorate power we could not ini­ 
tiate action, but would be compelled to fol­ 
low and uphold a people with no capacity 
yet to go alone. 
In the one case we can 
protect both ourselves und the Filipinos 
from being involved In dangerous complica­ 
tions; in the other we could not protect 
even the Filipinos until after their trouble 
had come. 
Besides, if we eau uot establish 
any government of our own without the 
consent of the governed, as our opponents 
contend, then we could not establish a sta­ 
ble government for them or make ours a 
protectorate without the like consent, and 
neither the m ajority of the people nor a mi­ 
nority of the people have invited us to as­ 
sume it. 
We could not m aintain a protec­ 
torate even wit Ii the consent of the gov­ 
erned without giving provocation for con­ 
flicts and possibly costly wars. 
Our rights 
In the Philippines are now' free from out­ 
side Interference and will continue so In 
our present relation. 
They would not be 
thus free In any other relation. 
We will 
not give up our own to guarantee another 
sovereignty. 


No D efect In th e T itle . 
Our title Is good. 
Our peace commis­ 
sioners believed they were receiving a good 
title when they concluded the treaty. 
The 
executive believed it was a good title when 
he submitted It to the senate of the United 
States for its ratification. 
The senate be­ 
lieved it w’as a good title when they gave 
it their constitutional assent, and the con­ 
gress seems uot to have doubted its com­ 
pleteness when they appropriated $20,000,- 
000 provided by the treaty. 
If any who 
favored its ratification believed it gave us 
a bad title, they were not sincere. 
Our 
title is practically Identical with that un­ 
der which we hold our territory acquired 
since the beginning of the government, and 
under which we have exercised full sover­ 
eignty and established government for the 
Inhabitants, 
It is worthy of note that no one outside 
of the United States disputes the fullness 
and integrity of the cession. 
What then is 
the real issue on 
this 
subject? 
Whether 
it 
is 
paramount 
to any 
other or uot, 
It 
is whether 
we 
shall 
be 
responsi­ 
ble 
for 
the 
government 
of 
the Phil­ 
ippines with the sovereignty and authority 
which 
enables 
us 
to 
guide 
them 
to 
regulated liberty, law, safety and progress, 
or whether we shall be responsible for the 
forcible and arbitrary government of a mi­ 
nority without sovereignty and authority 
on our part, and with only the em barrass­ 
ment of a protectorate which draws us Into 
their troubles without the power of pre­ 
venting them. 
There are those who two years ago were 
rushing us on to war with Spain, who are 
unwilling now to accept Its clear conse­ 
quence, as there are those among us who 
advocated the ratification of the treaty of 
peace, but now' protest against Its obliga­ 
tions. 
Nations which go to war must be 
prepared to accept Its resultant obligations 
and when they make treaties must keep 
them.
